We  plan  to  have  more  to  say 
about  this  matter  in  future  issues 
but  a  few  words  are  needed  now. 

According  to  The  Associated 
Press:  “The  cost  of  living  as  meas¬ 
ured  by  the  (p>vemnient,  reached 
•  new  record  today,  bringing  a 
three-cent  hourly  pay  hike  to  more 
than  one  million  auto  workers.” 
This  increase  was  higher  than  the 
June  figures  and  five  per  cent 
above  that  of  January  195L 
Many  churches  are  now  plan¬ 
ning  their  budgets  for  next  year. 
Unless  you  increase  the  pastor’s 
salary  by  approximately  ten  per 
cent  he  will  get  less  than  in  the 
past  year.

secular  boots.  The  devasting  fact 
here,  as  well  as  in  the  case  of 
periodicals,  is  not  so  much  that 
more  secular  material  is  read 
than  religious — but  that  the  secular 
material  is  more  often  anti-re¬ 
ligious  instead  of  simply  secular. 

Obviously  such  a  situation  puts 
a  tremendous  burden  of  responsi¬ 
bility  upon  the  individual  pastor 
and  the  alert  Christians  in  a 
church.  For  unless  a  regular  pro¬ 
gram  of  good  Christian  reading  is 
sponsored  in  our  Christian  homes 
through  the  church,  we  can  ex¬ 
pect  to  6ee  only  a  loss  of  spiritual 
vitality— both  for  those  homes  and 
for  the  church  of  which  they  are 
apart. 

At  the  family  level,  much  can 
be  done  through  alerting  Christian 
parents  to  their  responsibility  to 
their  children.  Certainly  every 
Christian  tamily  that  means  busi¬ 
ness  for  the  Lord  should  take 
one  or  more  of  the  following  steps: 

1.  Subscribe  to  at  least  one 
good  Christian  periodical  that  pro¬ 
vides  reading  material  for  every 
age  group  represented  in  the  fam¬ 
ily. 

2.  Launch  a  program  for  build¬ 
ing  up  a  Christian  library  in  the 
home.  Boom  should  be  secured 
In  both  fiction  and  non  'fiction 
fields,  covering  such  phases  as  bio¬ 
graphy,  missions,  Christian  living, 
Bible  study,  etc.  They  should  be 
kept  together  and  identified  as  a 
Christian  jbrary. 

3.  Follow  some  regular  plan 
stimulating  the  reading  of  good 
Christian  literature  —  b  o  th 
that  availaole  in  the  home  and 
that  secured  from  the  church  or  lo¬ 
cal  lending  library. 

On  -the  church  level,  also,  there 
are  many  opportunities  for  stimu¬ 
lating  reading  of  good  Christian 
literature.  The  pastor,  Sunday 
school  superintendent,  young  peo¬ 
ple’s  leader  and  teachers  should  be 
actively  engaged  in  promoting  the 
program.  It  might  include  s  n  c  h 
steps  as  the  following: 

1.  The  setting  up  and  maintain¬ 
ing  of  an  active  church  or  Sunday 
School  library,  which  should  be 
promoted  from  the  pulpit,  as  well 
as  in  the  Sunday  School.  A  regu¬ 
lar  budget  should  provide  for  the 
purchase  A  new  books  on  a  desig¬ 
nated  program.  The  library  should 
be  administered  by  an  efficient 
person  who  is  acquainted  with  li¬ 
brary  techniques. 

2.  Establishment  of  a  reading 
chib.  This  is  possible  at  virtually 
all  age  levels  from  primary 
through  adult  These  clubs  may 
cover  various  fields — missions,  out- 
standing  Christian  biograph¬ 
ies,  church  history,  etc.  Interest 
within  the  club  may  be  maintained 
by  special  projects,  such  as 
dramatizing,  on  special  occasions, 
various  books  which  have  been 
covered  by  the  club’s  reading  ac¬ 
tivity  during  the  past  months. 

3.  Every  church  should  set  aside 
at  least  one  week  a  year  as  Chris¬ 
tian  literature  week.  At  this  time 
•very  organization  within  the 
church  and  Sunday  School  should 
emphasize  the  importance  of  read¬ 
ing  Christian  periodicals  and 
books.  Opportunity  should  be  giv¬ 
en  church  members  to  subscribe 
to  various  magazines,  or  to  se¬ 
cure  outstanding  books.  Usual-,

of  other  promotional  meetings  to 
keep  these  complex  organizations 
working  efficiently— and  third,  by 
the  numerous  calls  of  secular  and 
social  organizations  upon  the  time 
and  talents  of  our  church  mem¬ 
bers.  We  faced  realistically  the 
problem  of  maintaining  and  en¬ 
larging  our  four  basic  unit  organi¬ 
zations,  the  Sunday  School,  the 
Training  Union .  the  W.  M.  U.,  and 
the  Brotherhood,  to  which  we  have 
added  a  fifth  unit.  The  Music  De¬ 
partment.  with  six  graded  choirs 
All  of  these  made  a  demand  for  the 
time  and  talent  of  our  church 
members  during  the  week  as  well 
as  on  Sunday.  We  were  greatly 
encouraged  by  the  remarkable  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  Southside  Baptist 
'Thurch  here  in  Spartanburg,  which 
under  the  dynamic  leadership  of 
its  energetic  pastor.  Dr.  John 
riuss.  has  developed  for  over  two 
years  its  “Hour  of  Power”  mid¬ 
week  service  into  one  of  the  larg¬ 
est — if  not  the  largest  —  prayer 
service  among  Southern  Baptists, 
averaging  over  600  each  week. 

Emphasizing  tha  coordination  of 
all  of  our  unit  woek  time  mootings 
possible  on  Wednesday  night,  wo 
have  averaged  32*  each  Wednes¬ 
day  night  for  six  months  out  of  a 
resident  membership  of  90S.  This 
is  .30  per  cent  of  the  resides# 
membership  and  is  said  to  be  one 
of  the  largest — if  not  the  largest- 
midweek  prayer  service  of  any 
church  with  less  than  1,000  resi¬ 
des#  members  among  Southern 
Baptists.  This  emphasis  upon  our 
midweek  service  has  not  detract¬ 
ed  from,  but  hat  increased  the  at- 
•ettdance  upon,  and  the  efficiency 
of  all  ether  unit  organizatiosM.  As 
an  example,  the  Brotherhood  has 
averaged  ever  100  men,  including 
visiters,  at  each  of  its  monthly 
supper  meetings.  Spiritual  growth 
is  indicated  by  the  reception  ef  171 
new  members  —  75  by  baptism— 
during  this  six  month's  period. 
One  mission  was  organized  with 
102  charter  members.  Calvary 
buildfe*  the  church  building  and  a 
new  modem  110,000  pesterium. 
This  makes  two  missions  organiz¬ 
ed  into  churches  since  the  spring 
of  1951.  Factors  of  success  include 
the  willingness  of  our  people  to  try 
something  "now",  and  the  deep 
spiritual  foundations  laid  by  my 
two  predecessors.  Rev.  C.  O.  La 
(nereux  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Vermillion. 
Calvary  has  had  bet  two  pasters 
in  27  years— Rev.  Lomocoux  labor¬ 
ing  for  9  years  and  Rev.  Vermil¬ 
lion  for  II  years.

BAMBERG,  Germany  — (RNS) 
— Archbishop  Joseph  Otto  Kolb  of 
Bamberg  has  excommunicated  10 
persons  for  “exploiting  claims” 
that  the  Virgin  Mary  had  appeared 
at  the  Bavarian  village  of  Herolds- 
bach,  near  here.  A  commission  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  church  to  study  the 
alleged  apparitions  said  it  had 
failed  to  find  anything  “supernat¬ 
ural”  about  them.  Catholics  were 
forbidden,  therefore,  in  a  decree  fo 
the  Sacred  Congregation  of  the 
Holy  Office,  from  making  Herolds- 
bach  a  “site  of  religious  cult  s’” 
under  the  threat  of  canonical 
ssunishmenL
